Every one of us should try to make the world a better place. There are a number of things to do. We 
should try to maintain appliances for as long as possible. We shouldn't throw away old appliances it 
they are still in working condition. We can repair them, sell them or donate them. We should recycle 
parts which we can't repair. There are companies that recycle old mobile phones. Some companies 
will buy your old model to use for spare parte.
